and Mexico are clearing a wa y, it is 
reported, as a result of the confer­ 
ences held between the military rep­ 
resenta tiv es of 
the 
two countries. 
It is ev en rumored that the Amer­ 
ican troops are 
to 
be withdrawn 
from 
Mexican >oil 
entirely within 
the next two months. 
The expedi­ 
tion will be recalled gradually as tho 
Carranza troops proceed with their 
hunt for Villa. 
The administration set out sev er­ 
al weeks ago to capture Villa. 
As 
yet, that purpose ha s n<» t been a c­ 
complished. 
Under 
the 
Monroe 
Doctrine the United 
Sta tes is re­ 
sponsible for conditions in Mexico. 
Not responsible alone to thi- countrv 
but to other powers. 
Of course, if 
the Villa hunt can be successfully 
prosecuted by the de fa cto gov ern­ 
ment there is no need for the United 
Sta tes 
to 
interfere. 
But 
if the 
Carra nzista s are unable to restore 
the gov ernment into the hands of 
the people 
this 
country 
is duty 
bound under the terms of the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine to take a hand. 
The Marion Chronicle, one of the 
leading northern 
Indiana newspa ­ 
pers, recently suggested a new peril 
which may fa ce the United Sta tes 
a fter the close of the European war 
if liv e> and property of foreigners 
in Mexico arc destroyed without in­ 
terference by the United Sta tes. This 
pa per points out that this country 
is responsible, 
under 
the terms of 
the Monroe Doctrine, for the condi­ 
tions in the Republic to the South. 
If the people 
there 
are unable to 
gov ern themselv es the United Sta tes 
is left with but one alternativ e. 
The Chronicle suggests that any 
country whose 
citizens 
hav e been 
murdered, or 
whose 
property has

How to Care for the Teeth. 


Thorough mastication is beneficial 
to the teeth, not only in promoting 
good digestion, and hence the general 
health o f the body, but in three es­ 
sential particulars, ¡ill o f which have 
an important relation to diet;

Better 
blood 
supply 
to

teeth, which results 
from 
vigorous 
use o f the muscles o f mastication. 
2. 
Cleansing o f the teeth, which 
results from the abundant flow of 
saliva produced. 
The scouring o f the teeth by 
the contact o f the dental surfaces 
with the foods which possess scour­ 
ing properties. 
Another tiling important for the 
health of the teeth is the free use of 
uncooked foodstuffs, such as lettuce, 
cucumbers, celery, 
cabbage, 
tom a­ 
toes and 
fresh 
fruits 
of 
various 
sorts. 
It has been shown that cer­ 
tain subtle but essential elements of 
food, called vitumines arc in a large 
part destroyed by cooking. 


Little Home Contrivances. 


A bottle m ay be cut off by w ra p ­ 
ping a 
cord saturated in coal oil 
around it several times, then setting 
fire to the cord, and just when it has 
tini-hed burning plunging the bottle 
into cold water and tapping the end 
you wi-li to break off. 
Oddly shaped 
or prettily colored bottles make good 
vase*. The top o f ¡1 large bottle hav­ 
ing ¡1 small neck makes ¡1 good fun­ 
nel. 
Large round bottles make good 
jelly glasses. 
By placing a large carriage sponge 
in the bottom o f an umbrella j a r you 
will prevent umbrella* from striking 
tin* bottom of tin* j a r and breaking 
it.
